TROOPS TO KEEP

Phenix, Ariz., Dec. 5-—A_ detach- 
ment of fifteen men of the 32nd in- 
fantry, with machine guns, left Yuma 
shortly after midnight for special 
patrol duty along the international 
boundary line, according to private 
dispatches received here early this 
morning. 

Persistent rumors in army circles 
said that rebels from lower California 
were preparing to cross the Colorado 
river at some point between Andrade, 
a headgate of the imperial valley ir- 


rigation project, and San Luis, Sonora, 
26 miles south of here, to attack San 
Luis before morning. The detachment 
was sent from Yuma, army officers 
said, to prevent the rebel band from 
passing through Arizona territory.

Shreveport, La. Dec. 4-—Wiley 
Clarke, aged 20, son of a farmer liv- 
ing. near Blanchard, La., was shot 
through the abdomen this morning by 
a marine detailed to guard the mails 
on a Kansas City Southern train when 
it stopped at the station at Blanchard.

Alleged Charge Blamed 
_on Hospital Trustees. 


New York, Dec. 4.—[Special.J—A 
special] meeting of the board of trus- 
tees of the Hospital for Joint Diseases 
has been called for 4:30 o’clock tomor- 
row to decide whether to discontinue 
the clinic of Dr. Adolf Lorenz, the Vien- 
nese surgeon now treating the crip- 
pled and deformed in New York. 

Several of the trustees today de- 
manded an explanation from Dr. Henry 
W. Frauenthal, surgeon in chief of 
the hospital, for the state of affairs 
disclosed in complaints that poor peo- 
ple taking their children to the sup- 
posedly free clinic had been asked to 
pay fees. 

It is alleged that those who could 
get together $100 were examined by 
Dr. Lorenz privately in Dr. Frauen- 
thal’s outside office at 160 West 59th 
street, while those without money stood 


fruitlessly outside the clinic in all, 
kinds of weather. 

Among the trustees are Federal’ 
Judge Julius M. Mayer, Franklin Si- 
mon, the merchant, and Louis F. 
Rothschild.

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 4.-—[Spe- 
cial.}—After forty-four hours of de- 
liberation the Arbuckle jury filed into 
Judge Louderback’s court at ten min- 
utes after 12 this afternoon, announced 
it could not agree upon a verdict, and 
was discharged, 

“ Fatty,” charged with manslaughter 
in the death of Virginia Rappe, Chi- 
cago movie actress, will be tried again, 
beginning on Jan. 9. 

August Fritze, foreman of the panel, 
announced that many, many ballots 
had been taken and that the last ballot 
showed 10 to 2 for acquittal, 

The jurors, questioned after their 
discharge, declared that had it not 
been for Mrs. Helen Hubbard they 
would have returned in ten minutes 
with a verdict of not guilty. 


She Wouldn’t Change Her Mind. 

Nothing they could say or do would 
sway her. She would listen to no 
argument, would discuss no part of 
the evidence. 

The disagreement was a blow to 
“Fatty” and to his wife. But it was 
expected. It came with no thrills 
whatever.

Out in the corridor, Attorney Charles 
Brennan, a big man who never hides 
his feelings, Was near to tears. He 
talked loudly about the tactics of the 
prosecution for the benefit of U’Ren’s 
ears. Friends rushed him down the 
corridor before he had said too much. 

Outside the hall of justice, Mrs. Ar- 
buckle stood with her mother, Mrs. 
Flora Durfee, and some other friends. 

“The poor boy,” she said. “He'll 
have to go through it all again.” 

“Fatty” Issues a Statement. 

Arbuckle, in the office of his attor- 
s, made the following statement: 
While this is not a legal acquittal, 
through a technicality of the law, I 
feel it is a moral one. But for one 
woman on the jury of thirteen, who 
refused to allow her fellow jurors to 
discuss the evidence or to reason with 
her, and who would give no explana- 
tion for her attitude, my trial would 
have resulted in an immediate ac- 
quittal.” 

By the “jury of thirteen” Arbuckle 
meant that twelve out of thirteen 
had been for him. The thirteenth 
juror,, who heard all the evidence, but 
did not vote, repeatedly said he would 
have acquitted Arbuckle if he could.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The Baltic—the 
grain market of England—has been 
disturbed for the last month by enor- 
mous purchases of wheat by Japan in 
Australia and on the Pacific coast of 
America. No purchases were made on 
the Baltic, but severe price fluctuations 
were caused by the Japanese opera- 
tions in America and Australia. ‘ 
The wheat brokers interpret the pur- 
chases to be a part of a plan for war 
with the United States in the spring. 


HEAVY CANADIAN SHIPMENTS. 

Winnipeg, Man., Dec. 4.—!Special.]} 
—Railways of western Canada report 
that large shipments of Canadian 
wheat are going from Alberta to Van- 
couver, B. C., and from there being 
shipped to Japan. The Canadian Pa- 
cific ralroad reported one day last week 
that 1,000,000 bushels had been routed 
in one day via British Columbia for the 
orient trade. The Canadian National 
railways also reported that 600,000 
bushels had been shipped out of Al- 
berta elevators for the orient. 

As to munitions, shipments of shells 
and guns have been going through 
Canada this fail, but not recently. 
Mackenzie King, leader of the Liberal 
party in Canada, was first to discover 
this. In his campaign against the gov- 
ernment which ends in the general 
election on Tuesday, he stated that 
when he was at Quebec a month ago, 
he saw tremendous shipments of shells 
coming in and being unloaded at the 
docks there and he blamed the govern. 
ment of Canada for stocking up with 
munitions. | 

It was after tome delay, however, 
quietly explained to King that those 
munitions were not intended for Can- 
ada, but were on the way across the 
continent for Japan. Since that Kirg 
has not referréd to the subject. They 
were British and German shells, but 
the class was hidden to some extent. 


60,000 TONS OF WHEAT SENT. 


Vancouver, B. C., Dec. 4.—[Special.] 
—Flour and wheat shipments to Japan 
from this port, which have been ex- 
ceedingly heavy for some weeks past, 
are still increasing in volume, and as 
far as could be learned tonight some 
60,000 tons of wheat have been shipped 
to Nippon during the last few weeks. 

There is also a fair amount of 
“speiter,” the runaway metal from 
the trail “ BC” smelter, being shipped 
to Japan from this port. This, it is 
alleged, is used for the most part for 
bullets. 


JAPAN SHORT OF RICE. 

The possibility that Japan might be 
doing its extensive buying of wheat as a 
pre-war measure has been discussed on 
the Chicago Board of Trade for some 
time, but the leaders of opinion among 
the grain men are uniformly of the 
belief that the unusual activity is due 
alone to the failure of the rice crop in 
both Japan and China. 

Crop estimates received here indicrte 
that Japan this year is short 42,000,000 
bushels of rice in comparison with its 
usual harvest and its annual consump- 
tion.

Moonshine — the cause of almost 
countless murders and suicides and an 
appalling list of other crimes in Chi- 
cago—roused up a storm of federal, 
State, and civic protest yesterday with 
the arrest and identification of Thomas 
J. Walsh, labor leader, as the mur- 
derer of Adolph Georg Jr. and Gast 
Donat in the Georg saloon at 153 West 
Randolph street Saturday night. 

Thomas Kearney, president of. the 
Chicago Building Trades council, who 
was in the Georg saloon at the time of 
the shooting, gave himself up and said 
he would tell all he knows of the shoot- 
ing. 

Charles W. Middlekauf, special as- 
sistant to the United States attorney 
general, announced the beginning of a 
new drive to procure injunctions clos- 
ing all places in the city, where liquor 
is served. 

State’s Attorney Crowe called upon 
Chief of Police Fitzmorris and the 
federal authorities to “stop crime at 
its source” by preventing the sale of 
liquor. 


Four Slayings Laid to Booze. 

Reform associations and ministers 
were planning a campaign to stop 
jpoonshine, while public agitgtion 
“everywhere indicated a crystallization 
of sentiment arising§ out of the mur- 
ders, suicides, robberies, official brib- 
eries, and other crimes due to boodge. 

The combined crusade against the 
traffic came after a night and day 
which marked not only the slayings 
of Georg Jr. and Donat but the mur- 
ders of a policeman and a saloonkeeper 
which could be directly traced to the 
drinking of liquor. 

It was first intimated when State’ 
Attorney Crowe plunged into the ;

As was shown in yesterday’s article, 
all Japanese young men between 18 
and 21 are called up for examination 
for service. Those physically fit, up 
to the number needed to maintain the 
standing army; serve two years in the 


case of. artillery, cavalry, engineers, 
and other technical branches and six 
months in divisional supply trains. 


The second reserve is available for re- 
placement of casualties. 

There can be little doubt that the 
plans are in existence whereby, imme 
diately war is declared, new units will 
be mobilized entirely of reservists in 
the same way Germany so successfully 
doubled the number of her divisions 
in the first two weeks of the recent 
_ With the considerable number of 
young men who are only partially or 
not at all trained each year, because 
of Japan's large population, there is al- 
ways ample material to furnish re 
placements. 

Replacements in Fight. _ 

In the latter actions of the Russo 
Japanese war the replacements con- 
sidered necessary joined their units 
prior to each combat and participated 
with them in the fighting. Thus the 
units had the advantage of greater 
strength during combat.

BERLIN, Dec. 4.--[By the Assocl- 
ated Press.]—The index figures for the 
cost of living in November show an in- 
crease of 22 per cent as compared with 
October. The cost of food, rents, ‘heat- 
ing, and lighting was 58.4 per cent 
higher than a year ago. Compared 
with October the November cost of 
food to the individual German rose 
25 per cent on account of the prices 
of foreign products.

The carpenters’ union is reported by its prasi- | 
dent, Harry Jensen, to have won the support of 
the Building Trades council in its fight against 
the citizens’ committee which is seeking to enforce 
the térms of the Landis award. Inasmuch as the 
carpenters’ union never agreed to the terms of

Hughes had shot a shell instead of a salute out 
of the first gun, it was announced that Lloyd 
George had reserved a cabin on three different 
boats for New York. We hope thig means that 
Mr. Balfour now will talk to the Japanese. 


NAVAL STRENGTH AND 
NAVAL BASES. 


Writing for TRIBUNE readers from the profes- 
sional standpoint, Gen. Henry Reilly has empha- 
sized in recent articles the question of naval bases 


insist that Japan will raise this question as essen- 
tial to naval adjustment in the Pacific, demanding 


legitimate if ill advised. By the same token the

If that award is scrapped by the accept- 
tng unions to support the position of the dissent+ 
ing carpenters’ union, all these building plans, all 
these jobs, all the prosperity which these pay rolls 
bring to the city, and all the hopes of more suffi- 
cient housing facilities and lower rents will be 
scrapped with it. | 

The rules of the international union of the car- 
penters, according to their officials, prevent accept- 
ance of the award of any arbitrator. If that is true, 
the rules ought to be changed. Other unions, will- 
ing to work dnd confident of profitable employment 
under an arbitration award, are making a grave 


trary demands of the carpenters. Their own unions 
are not imperiled by the award or by working 
under it. The committee supporting the award is 
not seeking to break up any union. It is merely 
secking to safeguard union men willing to work 
under the arbitrated union scale, and to prevent 
stoppage of their work by refusal of a contributing 
trade to do its part. 

If the union carpenters will go to work under 
the award, there will be no importation of non- 
union carpenters to make possible the continued 
employment of other buflding trades unions. If, 
on the other hand, the other trades allow them- 
seives to be drawn into a strike to uphold the 
stand of the carpenters, they will find themselves 
utterly condemned by_the entire public, whose pros- 
perity will be impaired by cutting off the present 
pay rolls, and whose hopes of better homes and 
cheaper rents will be dashed. That will mean a 
battle in which, both general economic and union

Gen. Reilly states. - aspect of the problem 
thus: 

“Japan objects to the ratio of principal classes 
of men of war assigned her for the military reason 
that she believes such a ratio would leave her ficet 
less powerful than our own in any operations 
carried on in our waters. Apparently the lesser 
ratio would be acceptable to her if we would.con- 
sent to dismantle such fortifications as we may 
have in our various Pacific islands and not build 
any others. 

“Without fortifications and proper garrisons 
these bases would immediately fall into her hands 
in case of war, thus giving her fleet the oppor- 
tunity to operate in our waters and keep the war 
away from Japan. She has enemies on the con- 
tinent of Asia whose potential military land power 
is very great; therefore, in addition to her navy 
she must maintain a first class and large army.” 
The United States cannot afford to accept a bal- 
ance based merely on a ratio of capital ships any 
more than can Japan. What is sought is not mere- 
ly” limitation on building, but the establishment of 
such a relation of naval strength as shall discour- 
age aggression, while allowing for proper defense. 

Our minimum, therefore, must clearly assure 
us the military security of Hawali, Alaska, and 
the canal, none of which is a threat to Japan, and 
all of which are essential points of strategic de- 
fense. 


As our ‘policy is not offensive, we can have no 
objection to the fortification by Japan of strategic 
points bearing similar defensive relations to her 
territory, but an offer by her to give up such forti- 
fications is no inducement for us to give up our 
defensive points. \ 

Our policy should be to make Hawaii, Alaska, 
and the canal impregnable to attack, if that be 
possible. The question of thé Philippines and 
Guam is within the region of negotiation, for they 
may be made bases for offensive operations in 
Asiatic waters, and, in fact, are essential to such 
operations by an American fleet acting alone. As 
to these undeveloped bases we can afford to trade 
with Japan for the purpose of removing legitimate 
fears of aggression from us and of coming to a 
friendly agreement for peace in the Pacific. But 
our right to secure ourselves from aggressive ac- 
tion by adequate defense of the canal and strategic 
outposts like Hawaii and Alaska is not or should 
not be open to discussion.

The heat thrown out by an 
open fire, the best form of radiant heat, 
is what he advises. At the same ae 
the method has limitations. 

The healthy, available, six foot furnace 
open fire is only one-sixth that at three 
feet. At nine feet it is a tenth. The 
very rapid drop in heating power comes 
during the first six feet as one moves 
away from the fire. As one goes beyond 
that distance the drop is slower because 
there is not a great amount of heat at 
best. Therefore, in a room heated by 
an open fire, those near the fire are too 
hot and those far away are too cold. 
Therefore, the method {s only useful 
where the occupants of the room are free 
to move about. 

In the border line cases he advises a 
compromise plan which retains some of 
the advantages of the open fire method. 
It is, that radiators be placed under the 
windows. That these be run at night, to 
warm up the walls and floors. That after 
this has been done the rooms can be kos 
warm enough during the day by oj@ 
fires with no heat from the radiators.

The essential in any heating system is 
warm floors. The occupants of a room 
can generally make enough heat to keep 
their bodies warm, but they do insist 
that the floor and the zone near the floor 
be kept warm enough to.prevent them 
from suffering from cold feet. 
Aecording to Pettenkofer, an open fire 
carries 20,000 cubic feet of hot air up 
the chimney, and this air must get into 
the room somewhere. 
An open fire is liable to draw this 
supply along the floor as cold air. There- 
fore, the use of open fire heat in very 
cold climates is further limited by its 
tendency to cause cold floors.

has sent in on her passports more than 
100,000 of her nationals under the sub- 
terfuge of merchants, students, etc., who 
have become permanent residents. By 
consulting the immigration figures, you 
will see that Japan is continuing this 
process of planting her nationals in this 
country, notwithstanding the bitter op- 
position of the people on the Pacificé 
coast. 

For a good many years the people of 
the Pacific coast have been exceedingly. 
patient, being led to believe by repre- 
sentations of the Roosevelt, Taft, Wil- 
son, and Harding administrations that 
they should leave the settlement of the 
question to the federal government. Not 
only has nothing been done by any of 
these administrations to check the rapid 
influx of this unassimilable race, but in 
two. instances the federal government 
has been guilty of actually establishing 
them in our midst, namely: 

1. On the Yakima Indian regervation, 
in the heart of the state of Washington, 
where federal Indian agents have leased 
large areas of Indian lands to Japanese. 

2. Monopoly of the fishing industry 
of southern California by the Japanese, 
by flagrant violation of the United States 
coastwise navigation laws. Although re- 
peated attention of the federal govern- 
ment has been called to this matter, no 
effort has been made to enforce the law 
which prohibits vessels owned by aliens 
operating from our ports. 

The people of the Pacific coast are de- 
termined to keep this a white man’s 
country if they have to fight for it. Un- 
less the issue is met with courage imme- 
diately and definitely settled to the satis- 
faction of our people, it will certainly 
bring on war with Japan.

TRADERS EXPECT 
DEMAND FOR 
EXPORT WHEAT 


BY CHARLES MICHAELS. 

With the droughty conditions tn the 
southwest relieved by rain and enow, 
there is a disposition on the part of 
the wheat trade to pay more attention 
to the cash situation in the United 
States and abroad, and while the for- 
eign demand in North America has 
been light of late, there are many who 
are looking for a large business in the 
immediate future. 

Bullish statistics have cost the grain 
trade a great deal of money the last few 
years and at present have only a moder- 
ate effect on the markets on this account. 
The main drawback to a material ad- 
- wance is the light speculative trade, and 
as long as this condition continues the 
belief is that prices will be irregular. 
Sentiment is outspokenly bullish in many 
quarters, but there is a noticeable lack 
of confidence gt times when the market 
declines. 

Much Depends on Southern Crops. 

Much depends on the outcome of the 
crops in the southern hemisphere. If 
they are liberal and farmers are forced 


to sell freely, especially in Argentina, the. 


Gemand for Canadian wheat from Eu- 
rope might be slow for some months, 
and it is figured that at the end of No- 
vember Canada still held 180,000,000 bu 
available for export, or equal to the sur- 
plus from a normal crop. Owing to the 
big-sales for forward shipment, the Aus- 
tralian surplus is expected to have little 
effect on European markets for a while. 

It is estimated that the Orient and 
India will require imports of 80,000,000 
bu wheat this season, a good part of it 
coming from Australia, with the United 
States and Canada doling some business 
with the former. Should this estimate 
be confirmed by later developments an 
upward revision would be necessary in 
the figures on world’s requirements. 

Should the United States accede to the 
request for a loan of $50,000,000 to buy 
food for the famine sections of India, 
the effect on theijfharket might be tre- 
mendous, as stafistically this country 
has no wheat other than durum and Pa- 
eific coast grain for export, and north- 
western mills are already importing 
Manitobas. 

Crop Report on Dee. 16. 

The government final crop report will 
be issued on Dec. 15 and will revise the 
totals for the last three years to the 
basis of the census report. On Dec. 17 
the preliminary estimates on winter 
wheat acreage and condition will be 
given to the trade. 

A wheat crop that enters the winter 
with a low condition usually results in 
a small yield. The average return per 
acre in years when condition was high- 
est was 14.2 bu, while the average for 
years when it was low was 12.5. The 
average abandoned acreage is 10.3 per 
cent of the area seeded. For the seven 
years with the highest December condi- 
tion the loss averaged 6.8 per cent and 
for the seven years with a low condition 
it was 14.7 per cent.

Corn Fature to Depend on Loans. 


The price of corn probably will be de- 
termined to a great degree by what ex- 
tent producers take advantage of the 
Offer by the War Finance Corporation to 
loan money to carry the grain on farms 
for higher values. 

With corn at 40c per bu and money at 
7 per cent the interest charge would be 
equal to 2.8c per bu a year, and on 3006 
grain it would be 2.lc. Owing to tho 
low moisture content this year shrink- 
age is expected to be small, and some 
figure that the grain can be carried at 
20c points for a year, including insur- 
ance at 3c to 4c per bu. rs

ing the terminal markets with corn be- 
fore they are able to absorb it at a good 
price. The proposition to have congress 
permit the War Finance Corporation to 
extend credit to foreign buyers of corn 
alrea has been discussed with ‘tthe 
members of the cabinet and the leading 
members of the house and senate and is 
understood to have the administration's 
approval.
